It is noted that NUREYEV is a Soviet 
who was formerly associated with the Kirov Ballet 
of Leningrad, prior to his defection to the West 
at Paris, France, on 6/6/63. 

Informant immediately recognized the name 
of NUREYEV as that of a Soviet defector. He also 
remembered that NUREYEV was a ballet dancer. He 
said that somewhere he heard that NUREYEV had written 
a book, but informant said he has never seen this book, 
and has not read it. He said that, to his knowledge, 
on one in the Soviet colony in NY has ever spoken of 
NUREYEV in his presence.
